Marcon! explained ahd commented. on 
his new invention, short-wave direc- 
tiorral -wireless. The new system, he 
said, marks a tremetidous step forward 
in wireless communication, since it-can 
transmit and. receive a much gréater 
number of words per minute at 100 per 
cent, efficiency, using less than a tenth 


would require. It also goes a long way, 


he said, toward solving the problems of 
wireless transmission of photographs 


“| and television,. while he is firmly con- 


vinced that it will tn the not very dis- 
tant future - used for wireless trans- 
mission of energy. He predicted great 
‘financial success for it. 

Marconi said 
that the application of wireless to in- 
ternational and intercontinental ¢com- 

unication would ‘result in a great re- 
duction of rates. His hopes thus far, 
however, have not béen realized, owing 
to the enormous. cost of gh-power 
stations, which long-wave transmission 
rendered necessary. Now at last he 
believes he has realized his dream, as 
a short-wave station should cost only 
about a tenth of a long-wave and can 
do a far greater amount of work, More 
safely, using less than a tenth of the 
power. . 

The new system will completely revo- 
lutionize wireless communication,’”’ he 
said. “I frankly admit that I am re- 
sponsible for the adoption of long waves 
for long-distance communication. My 
fexample was immediately imitated, and 
every one followed me on the road 
which led to te building of sta- 
tions hundreds of times more power- 
ful than would have been — ——— if 
short waves were used and therefore 
enormously..more costly. Now Ihave 
realized my mistake and have de- 
veloped this new system, which, when 
universally applied, will result in 
sweeping cuts in rates per word of in- 
ternational and intercontinental com- 
munications, by which the public will 
benefit.’’ 


Short Wave Boom of World War. 


He first started working on. short- 
wave wiréless, Marconi said, during 
the World War, when he wished to 
endow Italy with the most rapid and 
most secret wireless system possible. 
His first experiments were made in 
Genoa in 1916 and although they, did 
not lead to any positive results, were 
of such a nature ag.to convince him 
that he was.on-the right road. It 
was not until 1921 that he was able 
to establish the first: long-distance 
communication new. system. 
Using special type reflectors of his 
invention he succeeded in sénding. sig- 
nals over a distance‘of 2,300 kilometers 
(1,428 miles) <4 day and 4,100 kilo- 
meters by night 

As soon as the idea. of ‘short-wave 
transmission had been launched, Mar- 
cont continued, both experts and.ama- 
teurs dedicated themselves with en- 
thusiasm to exploring this new field. 
They obtained results often note- 
worthy, sometimes surprising, but not 
sufficiently constant to permit. con- 
tinuous and intense exchange of mts- 
sages at high speeds. 

“T, who knew what a high standard 
of perfection, modern commercial tele- 
graphy requires,” gaid Marconi, 
not satisfied with these*results and set 
myself to évolving a system which, by 
combining high speed with the greatest 
‘possible . reliability of transmission, 
would assure rapid and economical 
communication between the most dis- 
tant continents.”’ ~- 

He persevered and, ten years after 


his first experiments has reached what 


he considers. a complete solution of 
the problem. 

Much of his experimenting was di- 
rected toward determining the most 
suitable wave length to use. He con- 
centrated on. four wave lengths, 
namely, ninety-two, sixty, forty-s * 
and thirty-two. meters.' The las 
these proved to give the best —* 
under all conditions in the daytime. 
His experiments convinced him, how- 
ever, that even shorter waves would 
have been better and would not have 
been influenced by the sunlight. 

“This discovery opens up a field of 
the most interesting scientific specula- 
tion as to the theory of the propaga- 
tion of electric waves around the 
globe,” he said. \ 


Reports Sending 1,300 Words a Minute. 


Marconi then briefly reported the 
tests to which his new system: had 
been subjected in England. Results -f 
these tests, according to his state- 


ment showed that over a period of 
beven days and seven nights uninter- 
ruptedly 1,300 words a minute could 
ed between England and 
Canada. uring’ certain periods of 
several hours a speed about twice as 
great was- maintained. 

Referring finally to the advantages 
which this new ‘system offers over the 
old one, Marconi asked: ‘‘What of the 
economic future with the colossal ex- 
istiig expenses saved, nowthat sta- 
tions will be built on this new system 
at only one-tenth of the present cost 
and can transmit. messages at a greater 
speed with greater safety, using less 
than one-tenth of the power?’’ 

The new system, he said, :makes 
wireless completely independent of at- 
mospheric ‘disturbances, even in the 
tropics, greatly decreases the phenone- 
non ‘known as fading, renders speed 
enormously greater and makes stations 
fan more independent of one another. 

“T’ am convinced,’’ Marconi 
cluded, “that my new system will con- 
fer these same._benefits on radio- 
telephony and will enormously facili- 
tate the developments of wireless trans- 
mission of photographs and television. 
It will also! be of enormous utility in 
broadcasting, as it will permit the sub- 
division of this most important service 
inte various zones or sectors. Thus, 
for instance, Swill be able to 
transmit speeches” on, music to the 
United States and will be at the same 
time able to it.a totaly differ- 
ent program Buenos Aires, with 
much higher efficienty than any s0 
far reached.”’ 

The lecture was received with en- 
thusiastic applause; Marconi received:

The report of thé’ Impérial Confer- 


ence reorganizing the British Empire 
and making a specific declaration of 
the equality of status of the dominions 
is satisfactory to General J.-B. M. 
Hertzog, Premiér of the Union of South 
Africa, Eric’ H. Louw, Commissioner 
for the Union to the United States, as- 
serted here yesterday.’ Mr. Louw has 
‘ust returned from a conference in 
London Premier Hertzog.. 

‘The report was due largely to Gen- 


era} Hertzog,” Mr. Louw said. “Of 


, course, he was aided by other Pre- 


miers, but I believe that I am safe in 
saying that if he had not gone to Lon- 


don’ the report would not have been 


made. 
“About five or six months ago, in a 
speech at the University of. Stellen- 


bosch, Genera! Hertzog made a clear | re 


statement of his views on the status 
of the Dominions and outlined the posi- 
tion he was going to take at the Im- 
perial Conference. The crux of that 
speech was that whereas in the past 
English statesmen, backed by the Brit- 
ish press had spoken of a new status 
which the Dominions were supposed to 


haye acquired after the Tr&&ty of Ver- 
Sailles, these were of no value unless a 
statement emanated from the British 
Government at large defining just 
what the status of the Dominions wam 
This was the first time that this posi- 
tion had been takén by any Deminion 
Premier. 

“In external relations, for example, 
to an outside Governmént, a Dominion 
was purely-a British possession, and 
nothing else. Your Government at 
Washington would have been justified 
in saying to a representative of a 
Dominion before the declaration that it 
had heard of the new status, but not 
officially. General Hertzog’s position 
was that if the new status were to 
Miean anything at all there. must be a 
clear definition from the British Gov- 
ernment of autonomy, matters affect- 
ing negotiations with foreign countries 
and so on. 

“When General Hertzog arrived at 
London for the Conference there were 
the usual welcoming speeches. While 
all the other dominjon/ Premiers con- 
fined themselves’ to statements of a 
general nature, General Hertzog was 
the only one to come out clearly and 
unequivocally for the declarations he 
desired. He stated that the Union of 
South Africa wished to femain within 
the British Commonwealth of Nations 
but added that to make this absolutely 
certain there should be official state- 
ments regarding the full autonomy of 
the dominions in internal and external 
matters and of equality of status with 
Great Britain. He said that only if 
this policy, were followed would the 
British Commonwealth continue.” 

Mr. Louw said that there had been 
considerable criticism of General Her- 
zog in the British press at the time, 
but that the latter had won out in the 
Conference because of his honesty and 
sincerity. 

“One thing has come out vegy clearly 


in the report,”’ Mr. Louw continued, 


“and that is that there are two con- 
ceptions, the British Empire and the 
British Commonwealth of Nations: 
The empire refers in particular to the 
whole of the British possessions: There 
is in the report a new conception of 
the Commonwealth of Dominions, equal 
in every respect to Great Britain.’”’ 


Finds Old Dieter Cemented. 
| The London Times in its leading edi- 
torial.stresses the point that the con- 
ference report presents little that is 
new ‘but is principally a clear state- 
ment of facts about the empire which 


already existed, It says: 7 

“The report on inter-imperial rela-.| 
tions is beyond all question-a very re- 
‘markable State paper It*® is at the 
same time courageous, ingenious and. 
comprehensive. There is probably no. 
parallel to the report, which deals —* 
so many great problems in language so 
careful and so definite. But it would 
be a profound mistake to apply to it, 
as hurried readers have already dohe, 
such titles as a new departure or far: 
reaching Constitutional experiment: , 

“In all. its v clauses there is 
hardly a statement or definition which 
does Se: coincide with familiar prac- 
tice. - It is essentially a register of con- 
ditions as they erist already rather 
than a program for the future.’’ 

The basis of the #mperial conference 

pert, according to The Daily News, 
is “individual freedom an collective 
responsibility’’ of the lands making up 
the British Empire. It says: . 

‘The document issued Saturday on 
behalf of the imperial conference may. 
induce foreign writers to revise the 
view freely expressed abroad before 
the conference opened that this meet- 
ing would reveal vital weakness in the 
structure of the British Empire and 
mark a new and well defined stage it 
the process of disintegration. 

‘On the contrary no effete or dying 


There is nothing Jingoistic or flam- 
boyant in its substance or toe.”

“The British Empire survives with | 
the crown as its symbol because, as 
Professor Zimmern says: ‘It had in

The Daily Mail finds that the report 
‘does not alter essential conditions,’’ 
since the Dominions have been for 
years independent of Great Britain and 
in practice equal in status with her. 
The Daily Telegraph says of the re- 


port 

“Tt establishes in principle a number 
of matters which had aiready been set- 
tled in practice. The report in at 
gives more definite shape to that id 

of national independence under a com- 
mon crown which has been in active 
existence ever since the days of 
Laurier and has been an ever-strength- 
ening inspiration of Dominion policy 
in imperial relations from that time to 
this.

sion said this progress was due to the 
Federal Water Power -act, which “of- 
fered for the first dime. oseditions safe- 
guarding the investments required.”’ 
During the last fiscal year, the com- 
mission reported, construction was 
estarted on twenty new projects of 
1;220,000 horsepower, 40 per cent. of 
the total placed under construction 
during the preceding five years. 
Among these new projects. are. the 
Lock 18 development of the Alabama 
Power Company on the Coosa River, in 
Alabama, with 180,000 horsepower; the 


opment at the Falls of the Ohio, at 
Louisville, Ky., with 135,000 horse- 
power; the Conowingo development of 


| 473,000 horsepower on the Susquehanna 


River in Maryland and Pennsylvania, 
and five projects in California aggre- 
gating 417,000 horsepower. These proj- 
ects bring the total of plants placed 
in operation or under construction un- 
der license of the commission since 
July 1, 1920, to 3,900,000 horsepower. 
The commission complains that more 


a larger staff, declaring that the work 
of thé commission, ‘‘considered from 
the standpoint of applications pending 
and upon which it has been unable to 
take action, is not satisfactory.”’ 


726 Applications Received. 


Of the 726 power applications filed 
with the commission up. to. July a, 
1926, 523: were for major projects. Of 
the major applications 250 have ‘been 


canceled or withdrawn, leaving 273 in 
active status, with a proposdd capacity 
of 24,750,000 horsepower. The commis- 
sion has issued 389 permits or li- 
censes.

CATTLE IN THE FORESTS... 
One of the local problems which in 
several Western States has caused 
much heartburning-and which, trans- 
ferred. to Washington, 
bitter attacks on the Forestry  Bu- 
reau’s policy of conservation, will soon 
be solved if the recommendations 
which “Secretary ‘JARDINE is to lay be- 
fore. representatives of the cattle and 
sheep interests. of the West. are ac- 
cepted. For years it has been the 
practice of the Department of Agri- 
culture to permit grazing on forest 
lands. As the system developed it was 
used to defray part of the cost of 
upkeep, A grazing fee was charged 
which, as the demand to use the range 
increased, was likewise 
Against this the range users naturally 
protested. ‘ Accustomed to the old 
frontier conditions,, they resented hav- 
ing to pay @nything for the right to 
graze. 

In 1920 came a slump in the cattle 
and sheep business. Many live-stock 
owners went into-bankruptcy. In parts 
of the West—notably New Mexico and 
Arizona—the depression was followed 
by a long drought, which resulted in 
the death of many animals,. still 
further increasing the losses. There- 
upon thé Governnient suspended graz- 
ing feés for’ eighteen months. But 
when it was proposed to restore them 
and to endeavor to adjust them on a 
basis comparable to the cost of run- 
ning cattle and sheep on private 
lands, there was a new and. violent 
assault on the Forestry Service. A 
Congressional committee visited parts 
of the grazing country: last year and 
heard many appeals against paying 
for grazing rights ‘and many charges 
of favoritism on the part of the For- 
estry Service in allotting permits. Stock 
owners whose lands were distant, from 
forest preserves ‘Wrotested against the 
granting of grazing rights at an in- 
significant charge, on the ‘ground that 
this was unfair discrimination. 

‘The new. recommendations. which 
will be discussed with the cattle and 
sheep men accept in principle the 
idea of commercial valuation—that is, 
of fixing a. grazing fee on a. basis 
comparable to the cost of grazing on 
private lands—but propose to put ‘it 
into éffect-on a sliding. scale extending 
over. the period from 1927 to 1930. 
The actual figures per: head per 
month are somewhat lower than those 
which the Forestry Bureau’ originally 
recommended, but’ should. serve to 
bring in sufficient revenues’ to’ make 
possible needed . improvements in the 
forests, such as fencing and providing | 
water. - 
That this plan will be accepted with- | p 
out a murmur. by ‘the stock grazers is 
not to be expected. They -will- doubt- 
less renew their-efforts to undermine 
the nation’s conservation policy. But 
the fact that the new. plan has been 
accepted by the Department of A 
culture, with important modifications 
by one of the leading stockmen of the 
West, may help to bring about its ac- 
ceptarice and thus to end this last echo 
of an old frontier struggle...

however, ohly a new variety of cor- 
poration; it is not a new species. It 
has not a super-sovereignty, and it is 
in no sense a State. Its charter was 
a covenant of nations. and not the 
legislative act of a single nation. It 
is ‘simply an “international public 
corporation.”

The letter on the Baumes laws by J. A. H. 
Hopkins contains important’ though doubt- 
less. unintentional misconceptions, which 
should be corrected for the public good. 
~The Baumes laws have never been 
*‘heralded’’—even by their most earnest sup- 
porters—as ‘“‘the last word in criminal re- 
form.’’ They were drafted, and‘ passed by 
the Legislature, after sincere thought and 
much discussion, as an initial effort to curb 
an alarming” epidemic of banditry. To 
‘describe them as “a clumsy attempt to 
abolish crime’’ is unjust, since they have 
enabled magistrates and police to decrease 
the number of daily hold-ups to a very 
noticeable extent, 

Supporters of the Baumes laws agree with 
Mr. Hopkins that ‘‘criminals are born out 
of the conditions that breed them.’’ But 
similar stern laws have, been markedly suc- 
cessful in checking crime in other localities; 
and to rectify, in this city and nation, 
“conditions which breed qriminals’” will re 
quire the solution of many very deep-rooted 
economic and social problems which Mr. Hop- 
king knows well ‘cannot ‘be satisfactorily 
solved for years.

ufacture”of such liquor until the ex-)

“When the Government decides that 
this date has arrived, under the pres- 
ent law, every distillery has an equal 
chance for a permit. To issue sucn 
permits to a few. would bring charges 
of favoritism and provoke court action 
to compel the granting of other per- 
mits,: Some distilleries would take a 
chance and make a large supply of 
whisky and divert it to beverage use. 

“There is a possibility that this dif- 
ficulty may be met by'the passage of 
@ bill that is now being drafted under 
the supervision of the prohibition unit. 
This bill would permit the purchase of 
whisky now in warehouses and would 
give greater control over the manufac- 
ture of a ew supply. The features in 
the original bill for Government con- 
trol that caused opposition are being 
ironed out, and if it passes the Gov- 
ernment can limit the manufacture to 
a few places. 


Could Get Supply Abroad. 
“Whether the United States: should 


renew the manufacture of whisky here 


or buy it abroad, as the law provides, 


is an open question. The wets have 
persistently declared that the only 
place to get pure whisky is in Scotland 
or-some other fereign country. ‘If they 
are right the needed supply may be ob- 
tained abroad. We need not buy any 
for at least five years and could tell 
better then how much was needed. Any 
needed supply could be imported in a 
very short time to fill any deficiency 
between warehouse supply and the de- 
mands of the hour, If the Government 
tries the foreign pure e plan for a 
short time and finds unsatisfactory 
it can start the distilleries whenever 
the contingency arises. 

“Many States are curtailing the sup- 
ply of medicinal whisky and are au- 
thorizing the use of pure ethyl alco- 
hol as the basis for alcoholic medi- 
cines. They allow the doctor to add 
the medicament to the alcohol. This 
method is more scientific and brings 
better results. Most doctors admit 
that a large part of the whisky pre- 
scriptions are- demanded by the pa- 
tient instead of being suggested by the 
doctor.

When the bulk:of the workers 
turn from the outside to the inside 
shops the perplexing problem of over- 
production will be solved to a consid- 
erable extent. The care in production 
exercised: by inside’ shop manufactur- 
ers is conducive to reducing the.quan- 
tity and raising the quality of the out- 
put of coats and suits in this city. 

“It is a fact that larger inside shops 

will make possible economies that will 
result in price recessions.on well-made 
merchandise. When factories are in- 
créased’ in size the general overhead 
-dwindles. Improved. efficiency through 
‘the incentive: provided by the dis- 
charge. right will also be reflected in 
lower prices to retailers and so to 
consumers.

These results go to show that there 
are teams in distant sections of the 
country whose strength is little known 
to the East.

Vote to Be by. Mail. 

A two-thirds vote is required for 
the readmission of Germany. The 
vote is being en by mail because of. 


the fact that the regular meeting of } 
the federation ‘will not be held until 
March 18 in Paris, whereas Davis Cup 
entries close on March 15. If the vote 
is favorable it may be expected that 
Germany will take part in the matches 
again for the first time since 1914, 
having been barred since the war. 

The return of the Germans would 
add greatly to the interest and keen- 
ness of the competition of the interna- 
tional matches. .Vincent Richards de- 
clared on his return from Europe last 
Summer, after playing exhibitions in 
Germany, that he thought Germany, 
would have as good a chance of reach- 
ing the challenge round/as France.
